RICH MUST PAY BURDIEN OF 
TAXES 


London, May 5.—The  budyet 


gives quite a new turn to the po-| 


litical situation. All partics an- 
ticipated that the chancellor of 
the exchequer, facing ay extraor- 
dinary deficit, would use the in- 
come tax as the basis of his plans 
for balancing the accounts. Mod- 
crate opinion, however, was in- 
clined to believe that he would 


‘revise the income tax downwards | 


whilst adding somethin, for the 
wealthicr classes to pay. Appar- 
ently, however, Mr. @loyd George 
decided that the plutocrats were 
quite capable of bearing the whole 
burden, his grant to the local 
taxpayers being more than offset 
by his new demands on the class 
which most severely feels 
double burden of rates and taxes. 

In a sense the. budget admits 
the interpretation that it is an 
electioneering weapon, though ad- 
mittedly it is unlikely to favor 


‘the government in an immediate 
| clection. 


At the same time — the 
income tax revision is bound to 
provide the government with sup- 
port from 
tral political power which is in- 
clined to favor the party confer- 
ring immediate benetits. 

Herein Mr. Lloyd George has 
played his cards well. Avoiding 
the imposition of taxes upon the 
poorer classes, he appears 
have revised the présent incidence 
of taxation so as to make those 
able to bear the burden pay. 

The single taxers are disap 
pointed equally with those who 
anticipated a general downward 
revision of the income tax and 
thus compelling the man with an 
income of $750 a year to realize 
the full financial effect of the re- 
cent social reform, leyislation.
